DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 3, line 1, "claim 2" has been deleted and --claim 1-- has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is the inclusion of the limitations of "wherein the dispenser 
presents a generally cylindrical shape" and "wherein the pack is plane and thin". U.S. 
Patent No. 4,998,621 to Meehan is considered the closest prior art and shows a 
dispenser and pack in sliding engagement via grooves in the dispenser but the 
dispenser is required to have an oblong shape so that it does not extend beyond the 
edges of the pack. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 6,478,195 to Duquet et al. shows a dispenser 
and a pack with the pack having grooves that engage the edges of the dispenser. U.S. 
Patent No. 3,698,551 to Tomlinson shows a dispenser attached to a thin, plane pack.
